30. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 29, wh e r e in 
th e garm e nt body has ar e as of differ e nt thiclcn e s ses further comprising an adjustment 
device associated with the garment body to adjust the protective garment on a wearer . 

(Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 29, further 
comprising a connector associated with the integrally formed garment body; and a tubing 
connected to the integrally formed garment body by the connector. 

32. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 2930, 
wherein the adjustment device is a strap, snap, clip, or fastener. 

33. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 29, further 
comprising an absorptive device associated with the inner surface of the integrally 
formed garment body.

34. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 33, 
wherein the absorptive device is an absorptive material or absorptive pad. 

35. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 29, 
wherein the surface of the integrally formed garment body has a first portion and a 
second portion. 

36. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 35, 
wherein said first portion of the surface is formed with multiple perforations to permit 
passage of perspiration therethrough.

40. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 38, 
wherein the absorptive device extends beyond the second portion.

48. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 47 29, 
wherein the liquid impermeable material and/or the fibers comprise at least one pigment, 
dye, or a combination thereof. 

49. (Currently amended) A protective garment according to claim 47 29, 
wherein the liquid impermeable material and/or the fibre comprise at least one fragrance. 

50. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 29, further 
comprising an embossed design or pattem. 

51. (Previously presented) A protective garment according to claim 31, 
wherein the connector is associated with an absorptive material.

63. (New) A protective garment according to any one of claims 33 or 34, 
wherein the surface of the integrally formed garment body has a first portion and a 
second portion. 

(New) A protective garment according to claim 63, wherein said first 
portion of the surface is formed with muUiple perforations to permit passage of 
perspiration therethrough. 

65. (New) A protective garment according to any one of claims 33 or 34, 
wherein the integrally formed garment body has an outer surface, and 

further comprising loose fibres directly affixed to at least a part of the outer 
surface of the integrally formed garment body.
